single feature of her on that piece of 
canvas?. 
A,Vicrtz smilcel kindly at the 


remark, and as a true knight of old, gal- 
lantly conducted the lady tohercairiage. 
The next morning thore'w.as a grand dis- 
turbance in the Hue dc la Madeline. 
A 


crowd was gathered, before a window and 
thn following words were whispered from 
ear to car : 


"Is the wealthy Cmniress do JI 


really in jail for elebt r" 


Vicrtx had exercised a little vengeance 


toward his uoblo but unfair customer. 
As soon as she refused to pay for the 
portrait, he had set to work and painted 
a few iron bars on the picture, with these 
vords; "In jail for debt." He. cxhib- 
ted tho painting iu a jc.veler's shop 
riudow iu the principal street of Brus- 
sels. Tho effect was instantaneous. A 
few hours later the Countess was back 
at Wiertz's studio, pouring invectives 
upon him. 
"Jlost noble lady," was the artist's 


reply, "you said tlie painting did not 
ook anything liko yourself, and that 
your most intimate friends would not 
:iavo recognized a single one of your 
Features in the picture. I wanted sim- 
ply to test the truth of your statement, 
that is all." 


The portrait was taken away, tho city 


laughed, the artist charged double price, 
and gave tho timouut to the poor of the 
city. 


Alleged Great Bank Fraud. 


In an English exchange -we find the 


following: 
"Our readers will do well to 


profit bj this hint given iu a recent issue 
of The atalloiitr: 'All trade organs 
should dcTOte a few words to this sub- 
ject just at present. It has been stated 
that a new American fraud is inprogress. 
Some millions of counterfeit notes of 
tbe Bank of England are to be taken to 
New York and put in circulation through 
a banker in that city. Respecting the
